said. “ That man had learned 
the 
fine art of buying. It was a neglect­ 
ed art, then it has remained a neg- 
lected art ever since. Hundreds 
of 


books have been published upon the 
art of selling. I have yet to find 
one 
upon the art o f buying. 


“ Com mercial schools and commer­ 


cial clubs teach the art o f selling and 
merchants practice 
it. 
Advertise­ 
ments are skilfully worded to com­ 
mand attention, retention and 
a c ­ 
tion. The show windows suggest 
to 
the mind more than the eye sees. 


“ I watched a fath er with 
three 
eager hoys peering into the beautiful 


Christm as windows. One boy pointed 
to a ' sled, another to a teddy hear, 
another to a drum. The father in im ­ 


agination saw each boy enjoying the 
gift. The mother sees the 
daughtej 
wearing the attractive dress. Fathei 
and mother buy to meet the needs o 
growing bodies. Do they also buy t< 
meet the needs of growing minds am 


growing souls? 
Th ey will 
if tliex 


rightly appreciate human and etem a 
values. 


“ The (>earl merchant of the para 
hie was a seeker, a finder and buyer 
The human race has ever been seek 
ing goodly pearls. The first 
values- 


that emerge in the history of 
the 
race are those of physical sensation. 
The cave man enjoyed a huge Sunday 
dinner, hut he had no conception the 


higher inspirations of public worship 
and hut little conception of spiritual 
values. He still has membership 
in 


some of our churches. Money is 
a 


goodly pearl, but woe unto him who 
considers it the highest good, 
the 
pearl o f great price. Knowledge is a 


goodly pearl. The love o f beauty is a 
goodly pearl— the beauty o f nature, 
o f art, of literature. B u t higher 
v a l­ 


ues still emerge, the value of 
the 
home, of justice, of truth, o f honor, 
of faith, o f love o f self sacrifice— 


the values which Christ brings 
to 
light and upon which he places 
the 


supreme 
emphasis. 


*H e who seeks the higher values 


will find them all in the pearl of great 


price. I f he has learned the fine art 
o f buying he will not allow the world 


to force its false or lesser values 


upon him. W ith him it w ill be ‘the ut­ 


most fo r the highest^ He knows that 
face values fade. Til the wide u n i­ 
verse there are but two classes 
of 
values, perishable values and imper- 
ishablc values.” 
A t the close o f the sermon several 
united with the church. 


Practical Christianity 


The sermon on Sabbath morning 
at the First 
United 
Presbyterian 
church was by the pastor, the Rev. 


E. G. M cKibben. The text was Phil. 
2-15 , “ That ye may become blame­ 
less and harmless, children o f

It is a goal toward- 
which we should strive. As for him­

As for otiiers, he exhorted, “ Run with 
patience the race set before 
von 
looking unto Jesus, the author and 
the porfector of our faith .’’

this morning to the pupils of the H a ­ 
vens school building, emphasizing the 
harm ful effects of cigarettes on the 


mind and body of the youth. 
He will spend several days in Ru sh ­ 
ville spreading propoganda for en- 
forcement of the Indiana lav\jprovid­ 


ing penalties for sidling 
cigarettes 
to minors. Mr. Gard lias interviewed 
Gates Ketchum , prosecutor, and in ­ 


tends to discuss the subject 
with 
M ayo r Thomas, and Judge Sparks, 


he said. 
The Indiana League agent asserted 


that it is not the intention o f his o r­ 
ganization to stop men over 21 years 
old from using tobacco, but that 
it 
proposes to educate tin* youths 
by 
giving statistics and medical tacts. 
As to some 
of 
the 
witnesses 


against the use of tobacco, Air. Gard 
mentioned having talked to 
manv 
school teachers during the last two 
years, who told o f how the student 
using cigarettes, are slow thinkers, 
nervous and. frequently fail in tlieii 
studies. He told of having talked with 
judges of juveiqle courts wh(f in ­ 


formed him that quite a number ot 
uses of delinquency were caused by 
hoys beginning the use of cigarettes. 


Judge Clarence W . Dearth, of Mnn- 
•ie, told M r. Gard, he said, that out 
of fifty hoys who had been before 
him in the last

months,

M r. Gard quoted Mr. Dearth 
as 
saying that the greatest danger to 
our citizenship for the future is otii 
boys and girls weakening themselves 
mentally, spiritually and physically 


by smoking cigarettes. 
Several im portant parts of

Indiana law governing the sale 
and 
use o f cigarettes to minors, 
were 
read by Mr. G ard in his talks here 
Sunday. Among these was

5 70 “ Furnishing cigarettes to min­ 


ors,” as 1 allo w s: 
It shall be unlawful for any cor­ 


poration, company, firm or 
person 
to sell, barter, furnish, procure, or 


give aw ay, directly or indirectly, to 
m y minor any 
cigarette,

wrapper, or any substitute for eith­ 


er, or to persuade, advise, counsel, 
or compel any minor to smoke

•igarette. 
A ny 
such 
corporation, 


ontpany, firm or person violating any

ihall for thP first offense, on convic­ 


tion, he fined not elss than $19 nor 
more than $5 0; and, for the second

Part of Their Work is Devoted to 


Uplifting Children, Preventing 
Them From Becoming Delinquent

Throughout its existence, the 
state 
board of charities 
has 
protected 
against the institutionalizing of nor­ 
mal dependent children. It believes 
a foster home can and should 
be 
found for every child which has lost 
its own home, unless it is defective 
and in need of institutional care and 
treatment. 
There are three thousand ch Jdren 
in foster homes 
now 
under 
the 
board’s supervision 
but there 
are 
1,600 «n county orphanages and al­ 
most as many in private and denom­ 
inational institutions. 
Tin* 
institu­ 
tion is tin* easy way out of many a 
difficult problem, hut it is a hard one 
for the child. 
From tin* annual reports of 
the 
board for the past thirty years, one 
can learn that literally thousands of 
chronic paupers were dropped from 
the township poor relief li>ts under 
a series of laws passed between 1895 


and 1901, that the county poor asy­ 
lum population lias remained prac­ 
tically stationary in numbers for a 
quarter of a century. 
-It is now made up of 38 percent 
under 60 years of age and 62 percent 
over, as against 64 percent under 
and 36 percent over, in those earlier 
days. 
It was not unusual then to find as 
many as 400 little children mingling 
with adults in county poor asylums, 
and many of the adults were able- 
bodied. They left in numbers when 
compelled to go to work on the asy­ 
lum farms. 
From these reports one can learn 
also how the atrocity of a 
public 
hanging ceased to be tolerated, how 
the state prisons abandoned 
the 
hideous stripes, the dungeon, flogging 
and similar brutal punishments, and 
how the parole lawT and the 
better 
classification of 
prisoners 
revolu­ 
tionized prison discipline. 
The vagrancy problem began to 
diminish when tramps faced a sen­ 
tence to the Indiana state farm in­ 
stead of as formerly sentenced in the 
county jail. 
These reports show also how 
the 
maternity hospital license law put an 
end to the exploitation of unfortu­ 
nate girls and their helpless babies, 
and how slip-shod methods of mak­ 
ing children public wards gave place 
to the present juvenile court proce­ 
dure which turtns to public support 
only as a last resort. 
These are some of the things that 
have lieen brought about in the In­ 
diana system of charities and cor­ 
rection. 


But much remains to ho done. The 
problem of feeble-minded has hardly 
been touched, and no other thing is 


so prolific of pauperism, degeneracy 
and crime. 
The state board has records 
of 
hundreds of families covering 
four 
five or six generations, each contrib­ 
uting its quota of public charges. 
The states two institutions 
for 
feeble-minded have 1,600 inmates. A 
committee on mental defectives es­ 
timates that there are 20,000 in the 
state who need but are not receiveing 
institutional care. Their presence in 
the community is a very serious men­ 
ace. 
A solution of this problem is the 
most important step lor the imme­ 
diate future.

A Seasonal Warning 


We Lave with as today, ladies and 


gentlemen, 
the state lire marshal, 


" -with his regular pro-Christmas warn- 


ing about the dangers that lie in 
Christmas*trees. Sonic may regard 
him as a bit of a fanatic on the sub- 
ject, but to be effective in his ap- 
peal, it is essential for him to over- 
state the case, perhaps. 


The state fire marshal says that 


every home brightened by a Christ- 
mas tree is ako threatened by fire, in 
"urging caution regardless of- wiicther 
the tree is lighted ividArandlcs or 
electricity. 


"The Christinas tree is 
like a 


great torch,"' explains the marshal. 
"The twigs are full of rosin and the 
festoons and other decorations, such 
as paper bells, celluloid ornaments, 
aud wood toys make it doubly dan- 
gerous. When -candles arc lighted con- 


stant vigilance must be k.ept. Never 
leave the tree unguarded when it is 
-lighted. Keep a bucket of water or 
an extinguisher at hand. Do "not let 
children light the * candles or move 
them. They are feebly fastened to the 
delicate branches 'and the slightest 
contact with any object on the tree 
is.likely to start aflame. 


"The worst hazard of all is the 


spreading of cotton "snow" beneath 
the tree. This should, not be done in 
any circumstance. The carpet or rug 
should be protected from, dropping 
sparks or a falling candle' by a sficet 
of metal. . •

"It is .unwise to let the tree stand 


after Christmas. The needles 
and 


twigs become dryer with each day, 
and the risks are 'heightened' all- 
around."
